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DETAILED ACTION 

i> This action is in response to Applicant's amendment and remarks, filed 3.27.2006. 
Claims 1, 5, 6, 14, 21, 25, 26, 32, 38, 44, 49 and 59 are amended. "Claims 1-58 are presented for 
further examination. 

2> This is a final rejection. 

Response to Arguments 

3> Applicant's arguments with respect to the rejection(s) of claim(s) 1-31 and 38-58 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. 

4> In regards to claims 32-37 and 59, Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. Claims 32 
and 59 are distinguished from the other independent claims because the third network device 
generates the temporary credentials while the other independent claims disclose that the 
second network device is responsible for the credentials. 

Win in view of Brown disclose these limitations. Win's access server retrieves a 
profile from the registry server and returns temporary credentials based on the retrieved 
profile. However Win fails to teach a first application device. Brown compensates for this 
deficiency with his proxy server that stores the cookies for the user. Brown discusses that the 
benefit of such a feature provides increased security and ease of use for the end-device 
because the proxy handles all cookie-related processing [0026, 0027]. Thus, Brown modifies 
Win's system such that Win's access server acts with the same functionality taught in 
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Brown's proxy server. The cookie that is returned by Win's registry server is now directed 
and processed by the access server who accesses and interacts with the protected server on 
behalf of the user. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
5> Claims 1-31 and 38*58 are allowed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § in 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming 
the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6> Claims 32-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 

failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. 

a. Specifically, claim 32 recites "providing a client device with profile data" and 

subsequently recites "upon receiving the profile data from the client device". It is 

unclear what happens to the profile data - if it is simply provided to the client device, 

provided from the client device, or both. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art 
are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a 
person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7> The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

8> Claims 32-37 and 59 are rejected under 35 U.S.C § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Win et al, U.S Patent No. 6.453.353 ["Win"], in view of Brown et al, U.S Patent Publication 
No. 2003I0061275 ["Brown"].
